On the 26th day of April 1819, fifiy-
two years ago, Odd Fellowship ottuined a
pevmanent estublishmnent on the Western
Continent, and \\':mlnugluu Lud;u No, 1,
of Bultimore eity, in the State of Maryland,
was instituted. Lodges of Odd  Follows
had for several years previous been in ex—
istence in this country, Lut they were lack-
ing inthe important ¢l ment of stubility.
They were regulurly instituied Lodges, and
were founded by lmmigrants from the
Mothier Country, flourishing for several
years, und then gave up the ghost. The
eredit of firmly establishing Odd Fellow-
£hip in Awerica, belongs to Brothers Wil
deoy, Welch, Dunean, Cheatham and i;ush
worth, who, in an upper room st u Tav-
ern, called the Seven Siars, in Baltimore
city, sowed the sced.
¢ As the 26th day of April has been recog
nized und commemorated by the brother-
hood of the U. 8., we should regard the
day with grateful remembyunee, and join
the great fruternicy in celebrating the day
ol the annals ol our renown,

Odd Fellowship has cstablighed n repu-
tation to which we can point with pride.
Let us consider, that but fifty-two years
ugo, five men, without nawe or influence,
founded the first Lodge under circum
stences not casily portruyed,

Fifiy—two years sgo this country was
not us culightened nor the mosses ns in—
telligent os to day. Fiftystwo years ago
that small but noble band, instituting for
pustority a Sveiety Grand and Glorious—
transplunting the prineiples of “Fricudship,
Love and Truth” from the Mother to this,
their ndopted country. Cad you imagine
these cxalted virtues, the cbject to cxtend

them among men to be mistnderstood by
prejudice and superstitiop, and confound -
ed with witcheraft and sawpic in?uenm r
and is it at all wondrous then, tliut the
Lodges formed provious to Washington
Lodge should have fuiled and given up in
deapair?

Place yourself in imagination in that
upper room in the tavern of Baltimore, of
over hulf' a century ngn. Do you see a
large conconrse ot the rich, and influential
of Bualtimore city, listening to an appeal
presented by a fashionable and leadin
wember of their cirvele, in behalf of the
great human family, pleading for the alle-
viation of suffering mankind, to watch by
the bedside of a poor sick Brother, or to
succor the widow and the orphan? No!
You sce fire men—with no grand Regaliss
orother Paraphernalia which distinguish
rightly, Lodges of to-day—no fine and cost-
ly Library from which they cull the prin-
ciples of an Order they are about to estab-
lish, their only Book, the mieatest of vol-
umes—the Bible, and with that guide, they
determine to spread the good work, setting
aside all difficulties, never tircing, or wind
lul of the foe who ignorantly assails them,
battling wguinst all opposition with un-
daunted perseverance, succeed with tho
good cause, where others before them
have fuiled, and lay tho corner-stone of
Odd Feilowehip in this country. The
very name they gave to their Lodge had
a talismanic eflicet to nerve them to accom-
plish a work, the grandeur of which wo
bave cowe togelher this evening tc com-
memorate, and to give thanks to the Great
Benevolént Beiug for lljs Blessing upon
that little band of obscure Immigrants.

From that Lodgoe formed in 1819, up to
1371,a period of fily-two ycars, nearly
4,000 Lodges, in active working order,
have been established, with about 300,000
members, extending over the Western
Continent, and in part of Australia, all un.
der the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of{
the U. S.

What other Society can Loast of a proud
er or better Record? and how well ia the
nssertion illustrated that one Law slall

®ind all Nations, and that Law, the Law

of universal brotherhood. Is it not won-
derful that frum guch a smafl beginui 1,
und in such a ghoft space of time, a mighty
wiant should spring up, whose iuflucuce
and teachings bear fruit and prevail over
all the country.

From the Grand Scerctary's report we
zain the (ollowing information : The num-
ber of Brothers relieved in the year 1870,
were twenty-five thousand and mineteen;
widowed families three thousand and sev—
enty=six. The amount paid for the reliel’
of Brothers 8579,043 81 ; for widowed fam
ilies $122,043.65. Amount paid for ed-
ueatingorphans, $19,444.16. Total amount
$859,906 86. Desides (hese ligures there ia
no doubt that there are hundreds of cases
of Bunevolence und Charity of a private
character by Brothers of tlus Order.

From these statisties we submit onr
principles to the utmost serutiny. and hold
them up to the light of duy to dissipate the
idle notions whicli the lues of Odd Fellow.
ship entertain, snd they must admit that
i's report is yood and learn to respect the
Order, .

It behooves us then this evening to re-
member gratefully that lictle Bultimore
Bund, and most deservingly amongst them,
Futher Thos Wildey. Ile was born in
the eity of London on the 15th day of
Junuary 1783, in the reign of George 111
und ut tha elose of the Revolutionary War,
At five years of age he was placed at
School, which ho nttended, until, he was
fourteen years old, Lut reecived a very
limited education  Tn the year 1804, he
waos initiated into Lodge No. 17 of the
Order of Odd Fellows, in the eity of Lem-
don, in which, he served in every capaci-
ty, from the humblest to the highest Of-
fice, aud was distinguished for his zeal und
energy.  On the 3d duy of July 1817 Le
embarked for America, and reached Bal-
timore city, on the 2d duy of September
following. . :

Hemadetheacrpuiantanee of John Weleh,
a fellow countryman, who also was an Odd
Iellow. They discussed the plun of intro-
ducing the Order into this eountry—after
various ‘unsuccessful efforts to increase
their members to the required five. Finally
by repeated ndvertising they reached the
dosired reanlt, and on the 26ih day of
April 1819, Washington Lodge,: No. 1
was lorwed with Thos. Wildey us N, G,

ITow he was justly honered by the
Brotherhood in after years, as well as the
creetion of a Monument over his grave af-
ter his death, are matters familiar 10 every
Odd Fellow. In the year 1840, Odd Fel-
fowship wus introduced into the State of
South Carolina, by forming South Car.
olinn Lodge No. 1, of Charleston, and to
its honor, ba it said, is still one of the
largest Lindges in the State, and has
amongst its members some of the best and
most influential men in the city. In May,
1849, the Order was introduced into the
Town of Spartanburg, and Morgan Lodge,
No. 19, was founded. This Lodge has great
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Fellowship, avd with flying colors surren-

trials our beloved Lodge hns experiencedgs

and to find it to night still, in notive opesy
ation ought to swell our hearts with gra
ittide, atd particularly tho hearts of th
veteran members sitting with us, who hay
secn ils very dawn, and were its foundeq

dim. These veterans clung to thei

like the Founder of Odd Foll swship serv—
ed his Lodge and the Order in every ea-
pacity with equal Zeal and energy, never

Hether there were funds in the Treasury
or not, at personal inconvenicnee advanced
the required sum, to keep up the honor of
Morgao Lodge.

Such genuine priroiples, and Love for
the Order, deserve to be inscribed on the
records in letiers of geld, on this the duy
of celebrating the greatness of our Order.

Twice has Morgan Lodge been honored,
by selecting the same Mecmber, to fill the
highest Office of the order, and too, at

Dear Srartan :—The Ku Klux Bill
having passed, the Radicals are busy man-
ufucturing outrages so that when Grant
comes back from the West, he will have
un excuse to put it in operation at cnce.
One of their dodges is to te!l the same tale
aver again in.a different manner, and hus
ereate the impression that™it.is not the
“same old dale.” The shooting of Dr. Win-
smith comes alt, this morning, in a new
dress, but is casily vrecoznized by any onc
accustomed “to their dark-ways and vein
tricks,

This time Dr. Winsmith is deseribed -
a “conservutive republican,” and it is an-
nounced that he has “since died.” In the
same number of the paper is a notice of
the Taxpayers Convention, which says the

New York and Buston capitalists have |

formed a comjany with two million dol-
lurs cupital to purchase lands thrown on
the market by refusal of our people to pay
the taxes; but no miention is mude that
the *“conservative 1epublican” was in favor
of the said convention, althongl: the cards
of those discontented republicans publish-
ed in the famme number of the Spartan,
with Dr. Winsmith's card are noticed and
commented upon.

The paper here which is more active in
getting up these Ku Klux stories seems to
have a regular correspondent in our neigh-
fhiorhood. He writes them that those eards
are publishied because the signers are warn.
ed by the K. K., and that one of the wri-
ters told him since publishing his eard,
that he was “jus: as goud a republicon as
he cver was,” which is not hard to believe
as the only reason they turned radieal was
to share iu the “stealage.”” Grant is bouud
to be President next time if “brute loree”
can wake hiw, and bLe .will control the
Southern States with his bayoncts, and
hopes, to control the Northern by bribes
and cheating at the clections. W henever
any one is killed in the South after this,
somebody will be arrested and hanged for
it. No wan of common sense imagines for
a moment that any of the Ku Klux will
suffer, for to cateh them is impossible, but
gome f{rom the neighborhood will be tle
vietim. After they are arrested and car-
ried to Charleston, (the trials must all be
in the United States Court,) a sufficient
number of negroes and mean white men
will be escorted dewn to convict ; of course
the trials will be ouly farces.

Carsou thewr told bim to order up
his twelve men with their Lorses just as
he hud received them, and Leo with them.

Carson then mounted the old ehijef bo—
hind oune of his men and started for Capt.
Price’s camp, where Sundivere found
things as represeuted by Carson. . The
runtier had been there, Lut had lost the
trail, which luid caused the delay.  Capt,
Prico gave the chisf muny  presents, and
escorted him 1o bis trile,  He ever after—
wards was a troe lriend to the whites, and
